FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Petersbourg, June 22. Baron Mardefelds, the Pruffian 
Minifter, has been complimented by ll the Court 
on the Victory which the King his Mafter had gained 
in Silefia: The Emprefs and their Imperial Highneffes 
have even done tiat Minifter the Honour to exprefs to 
him their great Satisfaction on this Occafion. 

Turin, Fune26. The King is gone to put himfelf at 
the Head of his Anny,- which is affembling in the Val- 
ley of Bornida. Divers Br:dges have been laid on the 
Kivers in that part of the Couniry, in order to preferve 
a Communicauon with the Alexandrine and other adja- 
cent Provinces. Kefore his Majefty fer out he ordered 
fix Battalions, with two Regiments of Horfe and a few 
Pieces of Cannon, to march to General Schulembourg’s 
Army at Novi; from whence we hear, that a Body of 
Auttrian Troops having advanced towards Gavi, came 
to Blows with the Spaniards and Neapoliians, and that 
the Field was well fought on both Sides: We don’t 
know the Partigulars of this A@ion, but the Auftrians 
retired afterwards to Novi and Seravalle. 

We have receiv’d Advice that the Militia of Limona 
have taken feveral Mules that were loaden with the 
Eguipages of a French Lieutenant General. 

Turin, Fune 30. Since the Chevalier Alfieri’s Expedi- 
tion to Vintimulle we have receiv’d Advice, that M. 
Mafiel, Captain in the Queen’s Regiment, has alfo 
burnt a Magazine of Forage belonging to the Enemy, at 4 
Lancofta in the County of Nice; and that the Marquefs 
de Kaleftrier had carried off, near Zuccarelli, 48 Mules 
laden with Baggage and Provifions for the Troops under 
Marfhal Mailievois. 

Vienna, Fuly3. We hear the Duke of Aremberg is ap- 
pointed to command in the Army under Prince Charics 
of Lorrain.

Schwalbach. The 8th Inftant his Royal Highnefs came 
to Bergen, within a fhort League of this Place, in order 
to take a View, from the Hiils, of the Country round 
about, particularly the Ground near the Mayn. The 
next Day General Bernclau went with a ftrong Efcorte 
to reconnoitre Hoechit, which the French {till occupy, 
as they likewife do Afchaffenbourg and the other Poits 
along the Mayn, andfeem more refolved than ever to 
difpute the Pasiage of that River with the Auitrians. 
Their Troops are continually in Motion, both on the 
Right and Left: Within thefe few Days they have fent 
great Part of their Baggage towards the Rhine, and have 
laid a Bridge over that River near Stockftade. This 
Day the Prince of Conii will remove his (Quarters from 
Steinheim to Offenbach, which is but a League diftant 
from Francfort.
